A progress report was scheduled to be 
presented to the legislature by July 1, with the commission dissolving October 1, 1998, the target date by which the Legis¬ 
lature, if it chooses, could begin using the new funding approach. 

This past spring Umphrey was chosen the Pacesetter of the Year by the National Council on Marketing and Public 

Relations. This national award was given in recognition of Umphrey's support of the college s marketing and public relations 
efforts. In August 1995 he was recognized by the Alabama Legislature as the outstanding president in Alabama’s two-year
